POPULARITY OF RACING 



Steady Growth in Sport in New 
York State Encouraging. 



Season Recently Closed Greatest 
Since 1907— Rehabilitation of 
Turf On Sound Basis. 



New York, December 4. — The curtain is down on 
racing in tiiis section of the country. Horsemen ami 
followers of the turf in general an* housing them- 
selves for the winter, as one of them remarked — 
“we are laying the straw and stacking the canned 
goods on the shelf.” It lias been a most prosperous 
year for the sport in every way in New York and 
Maryland, the latter place having enjoyed the 
greatest meetings ever held in the long history of 
that state. 

The steady growth in popularity in this state 
shows the sport of horse racing is taking hold on 
tin* people as it should do excepting those who are 
generally opposed to all things that other persons 
desire. Since the crusade against racing, which 
threatened for a time to wipe out the sport aud 
«-om polled it to lay dormant for a couple of years, 
it has grown somewhat slowly but on a substantial 
basis. It is safe to say that it is being built upon 
a foundation that will stand the test of all oppo- 
sition. 

That is one of the many reasons why racing in 
this section is secure in its present condition and. 
while many ask why mutuels have not been in- 
stalled, it is their ignorance of the law that 
causes the query. Better is it. perhaps, that mu- 
tuels do not exist in this state. That system of 
speculation might be the bone of contention which 
would be the subject of battle between the iiowers 
that, be and promoters everlastingly. Under the 
existing system of oral speculation, while it has 
its faults, it also has its virtues. The only ob- 
jection to it is the opiiortunities a person lias for 
“welching,” otherwise it is acceptable and more- 
likely to stand the assault of the professional re- 
former or the devices of the selfish individual than 
any legislation that could be brought about. Under 
this system not a voiee has been beard in Albany 
as associations and individuals are complying with 
the law’s demands and living up to the decisions 
of Supreme Court justices. Years ago there was 
always some on** to raise a disturbance every 
winter either locally or in the legislature. Conse- 
quently racing was always in danger of being 
damaged. It is not so under the present rule. That 
is the reason it is going along and improving 
every year, living on its merits without revenue 
from any speculative source, the gate receipts 
alone paying expenses and paying a fair dividend 
upon money invested. As the late “Phil” Dwyer 
said: “The days of big revenues from race tracks 

a re over and may never come back. Perhaps it is 
lietter so for the perpetuatipn of the sport, though 
the rich stakes and purses did much to increase the 
value of horses ami encourage the breeding in- 
dustry.” 

The jolt racing received at the hands of Governor 
Hughes lias turned out a blessing in disguise to this 
country. Had it not been for that occurrence, we 
would probably still have hud that nondescript 
band of old mares and stallions here that we had 
years ago. There would not have been the whole- 
sale importations to freshen up what remained here 
and provided new blood. It is doubtful if we 
should have ever witnessed the great race between 
the two colts Hourless and Omar Khayyam. 

WAR HELPED OUR BREEDERS. 

The war probably had much to do with their being 
brought to this country, but it was the fact that 
we needed the best, money could procure and the 
purest blood in existence that instigated the 
wealthy owners to stock up with the cream of both 
France and England in the thoroughbred line. 

Much credit must be given to those who aided 
in the resurrection of the sport in this state, to 
August Belmont and his associates in the Jockey 
Club. Without racing in New r York it is doubtful 
if such men as Messrs. Maeomber, Kilmer, Cochran 
and many other wealthy men would have become in- 
terested to the extent of spending large sums of 
money to secure the best horses obtainable. 

Without New York patronage the American thor- 
oughbred would suffer eonsiderablj*. It is the New 
York market that breeders look to for the disposal 
of their young stock and the knowledge that if they 
can produce one good horse, it will bring full 
value owing to the competition of buyers in this 
vicinity. Consequently horsemen should not com- 
plain if purses and stakes are- not as rich here as 
they are in some sections. New York is struggling 
along under rather trying conditions and cannot 
afford to hang up $10,000 or $20,000 stakes as in 
days of old, or $1,000 and $1,500 selling purses as 
was the case w'hen the attendance at the tracks 
numbered tens of thousands and bookmaking rev- 
enue was forthcoming. Owners should never forget 
these facts iu arranging their campaign and not 
ouly enter freely in stakes, but be represented in 
races if they have racing material good enough to 
cope with the class that dominates hereabouts. 

During the year of 1917. this country was en- 
tertained by wonderful performances of such horses 
as Omar Khayyam, Hourless. Cudgel, Westy Hogan. 
Old Rosebud. Sun Briar, Papp. Jack Hare Jr.. Tip- 
pity Witchet and Escoba. With the exception of 
Old Rosebud, they are all young and possibly will 
achieve more than they have done. There are 
others, too. which might attain even greater promi- 
nence in 1918 than in the past. War Cloud, for 
instance, might develop into the best three- year- 
old, there being a doubt about the stability of Sun 
Briar and the ability of Papp and Jack Hare Jr. to 
go the routes that are prescribed for three -year- 
olds. 

All considered, this country will start the year of 
1918 with a much better stock of horses than usual 
in the three and four -year -old divisions. Not since 
Colin and Fair Play has there been two horses in 
one year as good as Hourless aud Omar Kahyyam 
and, while the two-year -olds of this year may not 
be absolutely what could be termed first-class, 
there are at least half a dozen which can be desig- 
nated as high-class. In a few words, we are well 
off in racing material uud the stock on hand speaks 
well for the future generations. 



JAMES W. C0FFR0TH IN THE EAST 



San Diego, Cal.. December 4. — President James 
■I W. Coffroth of the Lower California Jockey Club 
is on his way to Washington, expecting to reach 
the capitol by Wednesday. While he lias not di-

SALE OF S. L. PARSONS YEARLINGS 



Number of Well-Bred Youngsters Will Be Disposed • 
of By Auction on December 14. J 



New York. December 4. — The decision of the 
executors of the estate of the late Schuyler Living- 
ston Parsons, president of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club and steward of the Jockey Club, to break up 
his racing establishment by a public sale, which 
the Powers-Hunter Company will conduct at Dur- 
land’s Riding Academy the evening of December 
14. will throw* Imok on the yearling market some 
rarely bred young racers. Mr. Parsons, who did not 
begin to race thoroughbreds until seven or eight 
years ago. made a diligent study of pedigrees be- 
fore lie ever entered the competitive npirket a s a 
buyer of yearlings and his purchases of the current 
year were made w*ith characteristic discrimination. 

The yearlings Mr. Parsons bought last summer are 
practically all that will lie offered. The sprinter 
Riverdale will not be sold and Koh-i-Noor is the 
only matured horse of the Parsons establishment 
that escaped the incendiary fire at Belmont Park 
last winter. Koh-i-Noor is a three-year-old filly 
and she will be sold. The yearlings to lie sold are:

The imported youngsters of this band are the 
Macdonald II. colt, which has already been named 
Pibroch; the Fitz Herbert colt, which has been reg- 
istered as Hand Grenade II., and the Senseless filly.

Mackay sale at Saratoga in August. While the pedi- 
gree of Pibroch is French and English. Melody, her- 
self, was bred on. this side. She is a daughter 
of Meddler — Ballantrae (she a Cambridgeshire win- 
ner in Great Britain ami the dam of Mediant) and 
she was sent abroad with the other mares and stal- 
lions of the Mackay stud six or seven years ago. 
Melody is a sister of Mediant, winner on this side 
of the Great Eastern Handicap of 1908 at Sheeps- 
head Bay and in Great Britain of the Stewards 
Cup at Goodw’ood. Herman B. Duryea raced her. 
Pibroch is an exceptionally well set up colt and 
he has shown speed of a high order in his year- 
ling trails. 

FINE COLT BY FITZ HERBERT. 

The Fitz Herbert colt, Hand Grenade II.. is from 
the family which has given Gunfire, Firing Line 
(ivinner of the last race of the season at Bowie), 
Naushoii, Hammerless and several other perform- 
ers of merit to the American races. The Senseless 
filly, which cost Mr. Parsons $1,400, is purely 
English. Mr. Parsons paid $3,700 for the Zeus — 
Frances colt and this youngster was the best - 
looking of the sons of Zeus sold. Zeus, himself, 
is a son of Adam. He was a first-rate two-year- 
old and three -year-old, his last great victory hav- 
ing been scored in the Bowie Cup at Baltimore in 
1911. The Sweep— Ballet Girl filly is a sister of 
The Porter, one of the most promising of the 
two-year-old developments of the Maryland autumn 
meetings. Her dam was a half-sister of Ballot. 
The Uncle — Follies Bergeres colt belongs to the 
family of Froglegs, Borrow, Dreamer, Slumber. 
Forget, etc., and the colt by Sweep — Yodeler is 
a half-sister of Yodeliug, Yodeles aud Rakeoff. 
Yodler, which is a daughter of Meddler — Yodel, she 
by Tremont, has proven an exceptionally reliable 
producer. And Sw*eep. sire of this, her latest pro- 
duction. has come to the front brilliantly as a stock 
horse this year. The Yodeler colt cost $1,200. 

The Uncle — St. Ursula colt, a strapping fellow of 
fine bone and muscular development, cost $3,100 and 
he looks like a colt that would mature quickly. 
He could work as fast in October as any of the 
yearlings William Karrick broke at Belmont Park. 
The Uncle — Crazy Quilt filly, which brought $2,500 
last summer, is of the family of Handspun. Tangle, 
The Squire, Tanya and Spinaw*ay and the Star 
Shoot — Fair Catherine colt, which cost Mr. Par- 
sons $2,800 is descended in the female line from 
Maggie B. B., his mnternal grandani having been 
Saratoga Belle, the dam of Fayette. 

Mr. Parsons, himself, bred the Aeronaut — Tranid 
colt. Tranid, a daughter of Voter — True Love (she 
by Commando — Citronella), w*as a fast mare a few* 
years buck. Mr. Parsons bred Trunid to Major 
J2. B. Cassatt's promising young stallion Aeronaut, 



LOLA WINS CLOSE RACE AT HAVANA 



Interesting Struggle in Fourth Race Features Day’s 
Sport at Oriental Park. 



Havana. Cuba, December 4. — Racing at Oriental 
Park this afternoon was under ideal conditions. The 
weather w*as summerlike and the track exceedingly 
fast. 

The closest finish of the day came with the run- 
ning of the fourth race, in which the Sir Huon 
filly Ixila achieved a nose victory over Pajaroita 
II. and Money. It was a well run race from start 
to finish. Monereif set a fas; pace until the last 
eighth, when he tired badly from his early efforts. 
It was anybody’s race until the last few strides, 
when Lola managed to get her nose in front, with 
Pajaroita II. second only a head in advance of 
Money. 

Rafferty outclassed his opponents in the opening 
dash and. after opening a big lead, easily held 
it to the end. This colt has an abundance of speed 
and appears to be the best youngster here. Dental 
was the public choice in the second race, but 
after racing prominently for three -eighths, quit 
badly, the winner turning up in Lenschen’s Pride.

USEFUL RACER OTHELLO IS DEAD 



Texas -Bred Horse in Stable of Jefferson Livingston 
Succumbs to Attack of Acute Indigestion. 



Cincinnati, O., December 4. — Mose Goldhlatt has 
returned from Louisville, where he has lieen in- 
specting the Jefferson Livingston racers. Goldhlatt 
says that the good horse Othello, by Lithos — Flash 
of Night, died Saturday night from the effects of 
acute indigestion. 

Othello was a six-year-old, bred in Texas by G. 
L. Blackford, and proved a good, consistent winner 
during a rather strenuous career on the turf. As a 
two-year-old, Othello won six races and $2,615 in 
money, was started in thirty- five races when a 
three -year -old, of which number he won fourteen 
of the net value of $5,889. He did not do so well 
the following year, winning six out of thirty -two 
attempts, although he was second nine times and 
third on seven occasions. Last year Othello wou 
six races and the same number during the present 
year. His total earnings during the five years 
amounted to $19,678.

Serves to Bring an Increased At- 
tendance to Jefferson Park. 



Long Shots Bring Profit to the 
Layers — Bowie Horses 
Fail to Arrive. 



New Orleans. La., December 4. — Ladies* day, the 
first one at Jefferson Park and intended to be a 
custom here each Tuesday, was responsible for a 
greatly augmented attendance, the fair sex taking 
full advantage of the management’s invitation to 
view the sport without cost. Warm weather and 
small fields of well matched horses resulted in 
interesting racing. The track also showed improve- 
ment and fairly fast time was recorded in some of 
the dashes. 

The principal race was a handicap at three-quar- 
ters, in which Marion Goosby achieved his initial 
success, but it was accomplished only after a 
strenuous drive and n spectacular last quarter 
sprint to triumph by a neck over Assume, with The 
Masquerader in third place, only a short distance 
in back of the pair. This was one of the best 
races witnessed here and the field of five starters 
were so closely grouped at the last sixteenth that 
any one of them had an equal chance. Assume was 
a good horse in it and but for some interference 
he suffered from, as a result of M. Garner, on 
Phoeion cutting across in front at the start, might 
have won. The stewards suspended the offending 
rider for four days. 

Upsets were frequent. Marion Goosby and Tureo 
being the only pair of favorites to get home iu 
advance. 

Three of the afternoon’s beaten favorites. Austral. 
Miss Bryn and His Nibs, came from the J. O. 
Talbott stable and their defeats were costly to the 
hackers. Austral failed to get a place in the open- 
ing race. Humina, the winner of this, being prac- 
tically neglected. Little Princess was the con- 
queror of Miss Bryn and His Nibs succumbed to 
Indolence. 

The Kentuckians got into their stride during the 
afternoon and horses from the Blue Grass region 
accounted for five of the races. Thirty- four layers 
did a good business and most of them had a hand- 
some profit to their credit at the finish. 

Announcement was made today that the Kentucky 
claiming rule would be adopted here and the new 
rule would go in force next Monday, with the Is- 
suance of the new program book by racing secre- 
tary Joseph McLennan. 

Today’s arrivals included Thomas Pendergast. the 
well-known Kansas City political leader and horse- 
man, also William (Smiley) Corbett of Chicago. 
They will make an extended visit here. 

BOOKMAKER’S CLERK SERIOUSLY INJURED. 

Hank Lewis, a bookmaker’s clerk, sustained prob- 
ably fatal injuries in attempting to board a street 
ear for the race track in the heart of the city 
about noon. He was taken to a local hospital, 
where the doctors are holding out slight hopes for 
his recovery.

— Pari-mutuel betting 
may be legalized in Michigan. 

At the next session of the Michigan State Legis- 
lature the Michigan Association of Fairs will have 
a bill introduced which will legalize pari-mutuel 
wagering iu connection with races held under the 
auspices of the various Fair Associations.

The two-year-old filly Olive Wood was beaten 
the first time she started this year, the only de- 
feat sustained by this good daughter of The Man- 
ager. Olive Wood won all her other sturts, four in 
number. 

EMIL HERZ OFF FOR MOUNT CLEMENS 



New York. I>eeeml>er 4. — Emil Herz, who re- 
cently returned from Kentucky, where he went to 
look over his stallion Short Grass and the mares 
he has there, as well as his racing string at Louis- 
ville, has gone to Mount Clemons, Mich. He has 
been suffering recently from rheumatism and hopes 
that a course of baths will fix him up. so that he 
will be able to return by Christmas to attend the 
wedding of his nephew, which is set for Christmas 
Day in this city. 



Before Cambrai the violent fighting activity, 
unequaled since the days of the Verdun attack, 
has broken out anew on a front of less than ten 
miles between Marcoing and Gonnelieu. British 
troops in thi,s sector repulsed with heavy losses 
German attacks delivered in great strength with 
large forces. After the fighting of Friday and Sat- 
urday. in which t lie* enemy suffered severely in fruit- 
less efforts to break through the British defenses 
in the salient before Cambrai, the Germans brought 
up new reserve forces. These were thrown against 
the southern leg of the salient and throughout Mon- 
day Field Marshal Haig says “fighting of an ex- 
ceptionally severe nature” took place. The infantry 
masses attacked under a strong artillery fire from 
concentrated German guns. 

The Maximalist government, says a Petrograd 
dispatch to the Daily News, has issued a manifesto 
to German and Austrian soldiers, which will lie 
distributed in great numbers by airplanes and other 
means to the Austro-German army. The manifesto 
sets forth the aims of the Bolsheviki, with a list of 
social, economic and political measures they already 
have taken. It also appeals to the soldiers to help 
them end the war, promising that if they assist 
peace will be declared within a few days and the 
other nations will join. 

Calling for a declaration of war on Austria- 
Hungary. “vassal and tool of Germany,” Presi- 
dent Wilson achieved another climax in his message 
to Congress yesterday. While defining the basis 
of final peace to be one founded “on justice and 
right.” he declared implacable war on the un- 
scrupulous masters of Germany. “We will be in the 
fight until the last gun is fired,” was his conclud- 
ing shot in this memorable document. 

Germany lias lost her last colony in East Africa, 
according to advices reaching London. With the 
loss of East Africa, Germany has been stripped of 
the last of her colonies, which had an area of more 
than 1.000.000 square miles and a population of 
about 14,000,000, including 25,000 whites.
